THE EXECUTIVE BOARD IS TAKING AWAY YOUR 
RIGHTS! ’ 
As members of the Associated Students yau have every 
right to voting privileges for all elective offices. BUT ... 


Fhe Executive Board feels that you have abused this right 


in the instance of the cheerleader and song leader elec- 
tions, and has taken your right away from you. 

Legislation at Tuesday’s noon Board meeting changed 
the bylaws of the A. S. Constitution so that the Executive 
Board alone will have the vote on cheerleaders and song- 
leaders, and that those offices will be elected in the spring 
prior to their year of office. 

Arguments given by those Board members supporting 
the issue ran as follows: 

1. Cheerleader election have funnied into nothing more 
than popularity contests. 


2. The Executive Board is more responsible to pick - 


capable and effective cheering section leaders. 

3. Most other Eastern Conference schools pick their 
pep leaders in this or a similar manner. 

4. Spring elections will give those elected to these 
posts the summer before their pep seasons to practice and 
coordinate their programs. 

The latter point is well taken. The pep leaders do 
need practice and coordination among themselves, but this 
removes the opportunity for those entering in the Fall 
Semester for the first time, and previously not contacted 
fer spring elections, to be candidates for these offices. 
Good talent may be missed in this manner of election.
